Additional confusion has resulted from the 
arbitration of the Michigan Central's request 
for differential fares to New York, Boston, 
Buffalo, and other eastern points. Widely 
divergent opinions exist in the minds of pas- 
senger Officials as to the intent and purpose 
of the award made by a majority of the 
board. The passenger agents and rate clerks 
at the Chicago Railroad association meeting, 
instead of settling the matter and ordering 
the rates printed in the Chicago rate sheet, 
broke up in a ferment, coup, ein to solve the 
question: Did the nie” Central gain ary 
thing by the arbitration 

The —— decision of the board of arbi- 
tration, signed by James Charleton and E. O. 
McCormick, was pointed to as the best evi- 
dence that the Central had not been 
its request. That was all that they were con- 
tending for, and when Passenger Agent O. 
W. Ruggles ot the Michigan Central found 
thet this scheme for differential fares had 
been checkmated by the wording of the 
award, he sought in vein to have the matter 
reopened and referred back to the arbitrators 
for an interpretation of their meaning. 


Grand Trunk es Bomb. 

Tt was the Grand Trunk that exploded the 
bomb which threw the meeting into an up- 
roar. Through every step they have com- 
bated the Michigan Central's application 
for differential rates refusing to take any 
part in the arbitration, and threatening to 
throw the whole eastern rate question in the
